SOLAR PANELS ON SUBWAYS PART 27 
The Sunshine Solar Panel Company has quickly 
installed solar panels on the roofs of all our 
subways and they’ve been out traveling the 
tunnels every day, but with no noticeable effect. 
Executives from Sunshine say you have to 
give them a little time to get used to being 
underground all day. Also, having them above 
ground in the Montauk Yards for maintenance 
every night from 2 to 6 a.m. will help too.

_ BEACH TREASURES 


The two dead-end spurs, which take 
East Hampton bathers from Main Street to 
Main Beach and Southampton bathers 
to Cooper’s Beach in the summertime, 
have caused a lawsuit. Before the spurs 
were put into operation five years ago, the 
respective towns would send out metal 
detector trucks every morning at 9 a.m. to 
locate cash, wristwatches and wedding 
rings lost in the sand the day before. Since 
five years ago, Hamptons Subway has sent out 
its own metal trucks. They use them on the 
tracks every day. But now they go also go to 
the beaches at 8 a.m. to beat the towns. 
Apparently, the towns at first assumed 
people were just being more careful. But now 
they’ve figured it out and so filed a lawsuit 
claiming they want the Subway to pay them 
for the lost revenue. Both sides auction off 
what they find—on eBay in September every 
year—and they are suing for $2.8 million. Fat 
chance we are going to give it to them willingly. 
Beginning Memorial Day, there will be metal 
truck battles every day—be careful you don’t 
get run over. 


CANNON BALLS 

Local residents in Amagansett and Napeague 
had their night’s sleep interrupted last 
Thursday with sounds like thunder. It was the 
Huntington Militia’s Revolutionary War Cannon 
Firing Competition, held to see how far along 
the four-mile-long, underground straightaway of 
the Hamptons Subway tunnel in Napeague a ball 
could go. The militia paid us to hold this event 
between 2 and 5 a.m., when the subway is closed 
and people could hear the cannonballs in the 
night bouncing along the tracks at that hour. 
Some were 18 pounders, others 24 pounders. 
We don’t know who or what won. 


RIDERS COUNTED 

The number of riders using Hamptons Subway 
this past week was exactly identical to the 
week before.

UNRULY CASTAWAYS DISRUPT THE HARBOR 
On Friday, the Hamptons Police began receiving 
calls from residents of Sag Harbor complaining 
of rude, lascivious, disgusting and aggressive 
behavior in the village. According to Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, the complaints 
were called in from a wide geographic area. 
“One guy called to say he had been accosted by 
a stranger on Long Wharf,” says Hirsch. “At the 
same time a woman called to say she had been 
groped over on Union Street. Meanwhile, our 
officers were dealing with a public urination call 
on Havens Beach.” 

Over the course of the weekend, the 


frequency of calls intensified, and police began 
to notice something peculiar. “On many of the 
calls we received, the caller indicated that 
the perpetrators they were reporting seemed 
to have Canadian accents,” Hirsch says. “We 
hadn’t managed to pick anybody up yet, and 
it was getting a little weird.” By late Saturday 
night, mayhem had broken out on Main Street, 
as a large gang of drunken hooligans, both male 
and female, many wearing baseball caps with 
red maple leaves printed on them, swept up 
and down the block making noise, setting off 
car alarms, disturbing diners in restaurants, 
and generally creating a public nuisance. Police 
moved in and arrested 20 suspects. 

At a Sunday press conference, spokesman 
Hirsch revealed surprising information about 
the suspects. “They are all in fact Canadians, 
and nasty ones at that. They got themselves 
booted off a cruise ship and that’s how Sag 
Harbor got stuck with them.” Hirsch explained 
that, even though the suspects were being 
“sullen and uncooperative,” searches of their 
clothing had provided evidence to suggest that 
they had recently been aboard a cruise liner. 


A call to the cruise line in question solved 
the mystery. 

“Turns out, these Canadians had been on this 
cruise ship and had been making life miserable 
for everybody on it—starting fights, throwing 
food, getting drunk and vomiting in the pool— 
you name it. After three days at sea with 
these punks, the ship’s captain decided that 
he couldn’t take it anymore—he had to restore 
order somehow. So he looked at the map and 
decided the easiest place to jettison these 
troublemakers was Sag Harbor. So he sneaked 
over here, his security guys and some of the 
stronger passengers muscled these Canadians 
into a life raft, they cut the life raft loose, 
and next thing you know they’re Sag Harbor’s 
problem.” Hirsch reported that the Hamptons 
Police had contacted Canadian authorities 
to arrange to hand the suspects over directly. 
“They keep saying they’re ‘soary’ about 
it. We just want them to take these guys off 
our hands!”

Proud of This 


BY DAN RATTINER 


hen I was a little boy I had an elderly uncle 

who’d gather us, his young nephews, 
around at family events and tell us stories about 
his time as a soldier in World War I. He was a 
short, heavyset fellow with bushy white hair 
and a thick neck. To us little kids, of course, he 
was a great man and we hung on every word 
of the stories he told. My favorite was how he 
saved New Jersey from the Germans. 

“I was assigned to guard the Parsippany 
Reservoir,” he said. “It was just me and the 
reservoir, night and day. | had a gun. One night, 
I saw the Germans coming. There were seven of 
them. They were creeping single file along on 
the curving edge of the reservoir, helmets on, 
rifles at the ready. I raised my gun. | only had 
one bullet. What should I do? 

“Using all my strength, I bent the gun barrel 
into a curve. Then | fired. The bullet went 
through each German, continued on entirely 
around the reservoir and then came back to 
land, kerplunk, right into my gun. If there were 
more Germans, | could fire again. But there 


weren’t any more. And that’s how I saved the 
reservoir from the Germans.” 

We cheered. Yay! 

“And it wasn’t so easy to do all this,” he 
continued. “Earlier that year, when | enlisted, | 
showed up for basic training and got in this line 
with the other recruits. When I got to the front, 
they took out a tape and measured my neck all 
the way around. Then they turned and gave me 
my uniform, all folded up. Big neck people got 
big uniforms. I put mine on. The sleeves hung 
down almost to the floor. My slacks hung over 
my shoes. And yet, I saved the reservoir. And I 
got amedal.” | 

He declined to show us this medal. 

A generation later, when my four kids were 
little, 'd gather them around me and tell them 
the story about how | saved the Montauk 
Lighthouse. It’s a long, complicated story, but 
I’d-like to tell it now. It is also a true story. 

In 1960, the first edition of what became Dan’s 
Papers had a drawing of the Montauk Lighthouse 
under the logo. The lighthouse was to the East 
End what, at that time, the Empire State Building 
was to New York City. It. (Continued on next page) 
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was our monument—graceful, tall, stunning 
and high on its hill almost entirely framed by 
the sea. No one would ever think of hurting 
the Montauk Lighthouse. Or so | thought. 

Dan’s Papers in those years was just a 
summer paper. I’d come home from college 
and publish it once a week June through 
August, then go back to school. | wrote the 
history of the lighthouse in one issue. It had 
been built in 1796, its light guiding in ships 
and keeping them from harm. But once, a mix- 
up had caused a tremendous crash. 

The year was 1858 and, further to the west, 
a lighthouse had just been built at Ponquogue 
Point in Hampton Bays. Montauk’s flashing 


“So what’s the number this year?” I asked 
the coastguardsman. 

“This year’s measurement is 65 feet 
¢ 7 inches.” 

“That’s more loss than you’ve ever 
recorded in one year since I’ve been 
calling you.” 

“I guess.”

lighthouse. A new and different flashing 
sequence was now assigned to Montauk. The 
word went out. But it had not yet reached the 
captain of the John Milton, a 1,440-ton schooner 
that had left South America bringing several 
tons of freight to its home port at New Bedford, 
Massachusetts. Strong winds and rough seas 
slowed the schooner down, and the captain, 
seeing what he thought was the light sequence 
at Montauk, turned north to give himself a wide 
berth before reaching home. Instead, he sailed 
the John Milton full speed into the beach at 
Montauk’s Ditch Plains. He and his 32-man crew 
died. All were buried at the South End Burial 
Ground in East Hampton. 

In 1967, the seventh year I had been publishing 
the paper—still only in the summertime—I put 
a call in to the United States Coast Guard at 


Montauk Lighthouse to learn how badly the 
cliff in front had eroded during the prior winter. 
I had been doing this every year. The Coast 
Guard measured the distance from the front of 
the lighthouse to the edge of the cliff and kept a 
log of it. When it was built it was 350 feet from 
the edge. But now, every year more and more of 
the cliff eroded away. 

You have to know that in those years nobody 
particularly cared about saving historic places. 
Everything back then was about tearing down 
the old to make way for the new. It had been 
only two years, for example, since the owners of 
the magnificent Pennsylvania Railroad Station 
in Manhattan—which was as grand as Grand 
Central—had torn it down to make way for a 
taller building. Nobody cared. 


lighthouse 400 feet inland. The light up there 
will be operated by remote control. That 
solves the problem.” 

I think the coastguardsman expected me to 
cheer. Instead, I was horrified. I told him that. 
We quickly ended the call. 

At the time I was on the phone with this call, a 
friend named Ron Ziel from Hampton Bays was 
in my office on a social call. I told him, actually 
screamed at him, what I had just learned. 

He had further information. “The Coast Guard 
is decommissioning lighthouses all up and 
down the East Coast,” he said. “It’s a cost-saving 
measure. It’s expensive to run a lighthouse.” 

“They can’t do that here. This is the 
Montauk Lighthouse.”

wo years ago, two brothers, Ben and 
& Orson Cummings, had the idea to make 
-a documentary about the Bridgehampton 
Killer Bees basketball team. The Killer Bees 
have won nine state championships in the last 
40 years. After they win in the finals upstate, 
they head home on the team bus, a six-hour 
drive. Those on the bus—the players with 
“Killer Bees” on their uniforms, the coaches, the 
cheerleaders and some fans—keep in touch with 
people in Bridgehampton so when they get out 
past Riverhead, well after dark, the fire trucks 
and the police cars can head out to meet up 
with them and, with lights flashing, guide them 
the rest of the way home. There’s a party on the 


school’s front lawn, a little one anyway, as the 
kids meet up with their parents who have stayed 
up late to take them home. If there were a way 
to measure pride and excitement, it would be a 
10 out of 10. 

Ben and Orson are Bridgehampton allumns. 
The pair had made three films before this hour- 
and-a-half long documentary called Killer Bees. 
It premiered at the Hampton International Film 
Festival last October. Here’s how it is described 
by IMDB.com, where reviewers have given it 
9.4 stars out of 10. 

A championship high school basketball team 
provides pride, tradition and hope for an African 
American community struggling to survive in the 
middle of one of the wealthiest communities in 
America—The Hamptons. 

As things sometimes happen, even with the 
best of documentaries, it would be entirely 
possible that this independent film might 
never have seen the light of day again after its 
premiere. But Killer Bees will not die. 

Last week, the filmmakers announced 
that they had inked a contract with the film 
distributor Gravitas Productions. Killer Bees will 
be available as a film on demand on iTunes, and 
if that is successful it could expand distribution 


to Netflix, Hulu and a whole bunch of 
other sites. 

By the way, next week, the film is off to 
the Toronto Film Festival, by the Festival’s 
invitation. It will be making the rounds. 

Last October, at our film festival, two 
scheduled showings sold out, then a third was 
scheduled that also sold out. In January, the 
film was shown in its entirety in the auditorium 
of the McCall Building at the Bridgehampton 
Child Care & Recreational Center to a packed 
house. I had missed the earlier showings, so | 
first saw it there. 

The Bridgehampton School has a history 
of sports successes. In the 1950s, the young 
baseball player Carl Yastrzemski starred on the 
high school team, and then went on to become 
a legendary star for the Boston Red Sox. In more 
recent years, the focus has been on basketball. 
The school had just 191 students last year. 
There have been times when all the boys in 
the senior class played on the team. They win 
not because of size—those they play invariably 
are taller than they are—but because of their 
speed, playmaking and relentless full court 
offense that often overwhelms their opponents 
when it comes down (Continued on next page) 
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the home stretch. 

But the real story is 
about the African-American 
neighborhood nearby that 
the school serves. Back in 
the 1950s and before, African- 
American students, many the 
children of migrant workers 
who came north to pick the 
potato crop here, made up 
about 20% of Bridgehampton’s 
student body. But beginning 
in the 1960s, as_ white 
flight took hold, the school 
shrank to little more than 
100 kids, and _  African- 
American students composed 
about 80% percent of the 
school. By 1970, largely 
because laws governing 
student-teacher ratios 
required certain minimums, 
the school was_ basically 


education. At the same time, 
real estate prices began to soar 
and a substantial number of New Yorkers began 
to move in, who were now paying substantial 
school taxes to keep this public school for 
mostly minorities open. An attempt was made 
to shut the school down. The largely African- 
American student body should be bused to East 
Hampton High School or Southampton High 
School, some said. A community vote was taken 
and the attempt failed by just a few votes.

Today, the school is cited by U.S. News & 
World Report in their annual rating of schools 
around the country. Bridgehampton School, 
which is now about 26% African-American, 
trumpets its achievements on great billboards 
that are hung on the front of the building. It is 
also undergoing an expansion. 

Prominent in the film is former Coach Carl 
Johnson, who is now retired but who led the 
team to its last six championships and who 


years ago played on three 
teams that won the title. But 
the real stars of the film are 
the enthusiastic boys and 
girls and the parents who 
root for their team even as 
the entire world of the East 
End has largely changed into 
an enclave for the rich. 

Ben and Orson Cummings, 
who spent their entire 
childhood’s in one 


home on Narrow Lane 
in Bridgehampton, the sons 
of Mary and_ Richard 
Cummings, began making 


their film while the team was 
winding its way through the 
2016-2017 season. It was 
hoped that the film would 
climax in that fire-engine 
& escort coming home with the 

state championship trophy, 
and the entire film is encased 
in the various games they 
play toward that effort, but 
there are also interviews with local merchants, 
teachers, real estate agents, parents and 
friends, and one especially nice one with Bonnie 
Cannon, the Director of the Bridgehampton 
Child Care Center where the film was 
later shown. 

Do they make it? You think I’m going to give 
that away?

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The Forgiveness Card 


A Way to Allow Trump to Testify to Mueller and Tell His Lies

D onald Trump has to decide whether he will 
allow himself to talk to Special Counsel 
Robert Mueller. On the surface, the decision 
appears simple. He says he has nothing to hide. 
And not talking to Mueller would convince the 
public he is guilty. So he has to do it. 

On the other hand, his lawyers are lobbying 
for him not to talk to Mueller. Could they know 
he has something to hide? No, they don’t. We 
all know the reason. Trump is the greatest liar 
to ever hold the presidency. Last week, The 
Washington Post reported he’s told more than 
2,000 lies since becoming president, some of 
them contradicting earlier lies. Nobody doubts 
it (Republicans say it’s charming and they don’t 
care). Except Donald Trump will dispute it. 
He’d say he’s never told a lie. It’s fake news. He 
doesn’t even know he lies. But lying under oath 
to the FBI is perjury. 

It could even be double perjury. He lies that he 
never colluded with the Russians. And then he 
lies that he never said that. Impeachment could 
follow. And so that’s why Trump’s lawyers 
don’t want him to testify. A lie could sneak out. 
Check that. Ten could sneak out, some of which 
would be the opposite of what he lied about 
earlier in the interview. 

What a mess. 

The only answer to all of this is to have 


Trump testify, but give him an index card to 
hand to Mueller that tells them that yes he lies 
and if he makes certain gestures or begins with 
certain words, what is going to follow is going 
to be a lie and needs to be excused. He can’t 
help himself. He needs to be forgiven. So what 
he says next will not be under oath. 

Trump doesn’t need to do all of these 
things before being excused. He could do just 
one or two. So if even if he does one, what 
follows would be excused. Here’s what’s on the 
index card. 

He purses his lips into a tiny oval. 

He begins a sentence “believe me...” 

He raises his hand to stomach height 
and causes the thumb of his right hand to 
make a sort of circle with his index and middle 
fingers and then move his arm to make a 
sweeping gesture. 

He says “people have told me, | don’t really 
believe it but...” 

He begins a sentence with “everyone knows...” 

He raises his right palm as if he wants 
everyone to be quiet. 

He starts a sentence with “let me say this...” 

These will all fit on one index card. There 
will be copies made. All the prosecutors and 
questioners will have one. If one occurs, 
automatically a little bell goes off. Ding! With 
this in place, he can wiggle through. 

Another problem that has cropped up 


for Trump is the Supreme Court’s decision 
early last week that essentially scrubbed 
Trump’s March 3 deadline to send all the 
Dreamers—the kids brought here illegally by 
their parents who are now college age—back to 
where they came from. 

An exemption for the Dreamers had been 
put in place during Obama’s presidency. It was 
the right thing to do. It was no fault of these 
700,000 young people that their parents had 
brought them to America illegally. 

One day last fall, Trump declared that he’d 
been told by lawyers that Obama’s executive 
order was illegal, so he was cancelling it.

“Not any more. They dynamited it 
_to the ground in 1948. As a matter fact, 
there’s a framed photograph of it halfway 
down at the barbershop in Hampton Bays where 
I get my haircut. It was taken just as the 
dynamite exploded. The bottom is tilting 
one way, the top the other. 
There is a huge white puff 
of smoke. Bricks are flying everywhere.” 

At that moment I knew what the cover story 
of the first issue of the summer was going to 
be. It went out that Saturday in an issue ‘of 
14,000 copies. At the top of the page under the 
logo was a two-word headline: LIGHTHOUSE 
DYNAMITED. Under it was the photograph of 
the Shinnecock Lighthouse from the barbershop 
in Hampton Bays. Below that was the apology 
for showing a different lighthouse, but that was 
what was in store for the Montauk Lighthouse if 
the Coast Guard had its way. 

The town was electrified by this story. The 
following week, I announced the formation of 
the Save the Montauk Lighthouse Committee. 
Everyone was invited to come out to the 
Montauk Lighthouse parking lot at 9 p.m. on a 
Saturday night, carrying lit torches, lanterns, 
flashlights, searchlights, flaming cheerleader 
batons or flares and holding them high where 
the Coast Guard could see we meant business. 
This Light-In, as I called it, would last precisely 
one half-hour. We’d fire a cannon to start it, 
then fire it again to end it. 

According to The New York Times, which 
covered the event, 1,500 people showed 
up that particular Saturday night. Fire 
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trucks were up there. There were Scottish 
bagpipe players, the Bay Shore Marching 
Band, the Huntington Militia and their cannon, 
numerous government officials including the 
New York State Minority Leader Perry B. Duryea 
Jr. (who lived in Montauk), all of whom spoke 
over a PA system about the need to save this 
historic site. 

The Coast Guard’s reply to this was to 
re-affirm their opinion that the lighthouse was 
coming down and there would be something 
taller, more efficient and less costly there. 

It was then that I learned that this lighthouse 
was the first one in New York State, and it was 
ordered built by President George Washington 
himself. They could not do this! 

We held a second demonstration at 
the lighthouse. This time, the local police 
reported the crowd at 3,000 people. And 
this time, lights appeared in all the windows 
of the lighthouse lighted by the coastguardsmen 
inside. It was an emotional half hour. We 
had friends. 

During this period, I was contacted by 
many people who expressed interest and 
support. One contact came as a letter from 
the President of the Security National Bank, 
one of the major banks on Long Island. 
He asked what he could do. I then noticed 
that the logo for the bank, right there 
on the stationery, was the Montauk Lighthouse. 
I wrote back he could join the Save the 
Montauk Lighthouse Committee, of which I 
was chairman. 

After this

Commander of the Coast Guard District wrote

an order withdrawing their plan to tear down 
the lighthouse. They would take care of it, 
put a new coat of paint on it, maintain it as 
the monument it was. 

Then a little old lady named Giorgina 
Reed appeared at my office. She had 
brought with her a slender book she had 
written, called How to Hold Up a Bank. There 
was still the problem of the earth sliding 
down the cliff face in a storm causing the 
lighthouse to fall. She had a solution to this. It 
was right there in this book, which she opened 
to show me. 

“It’s how the Japanese stabilize a cliff face,” 
she told me. “You create terracing using 
wooden planks as risers and rich soil as treads. 
You plant strong, hollow reeds in the dirt. It 
takes root. It soaks up the rain, and no more dirt 
slides down.” 

She and her husband, Donald, had bought a 
waterfront property in Rocky Point facing Long 
Island Sound. Shortly after they bought it, a big 
storm tore out 10 feet of the cliff face there and 
much of their lawn. She wouldn’t have it. She 
built this natural retaining wall, and it was doing 
the job. She believed it would hold up at the 
lighthouse, too. 

“Would the Coast Guard let me build this 
on their property?” she asked me. I didn’t see 
why not. . 

The next Sunday, Giorgina came out to the 
lighthouse in a station wagon with her husband 
and five or six volunteers. They brought with 
them wood planks, pails, beach grass and loam, 
and they started digging and planting. They did 
this every Sunday for an entire year, all year 
around, every single weekend, and then did it a 
second year and a third. 

The erosion stopped where they worked. 
After the sixth year, the Army Corps of 
Engineers placed huge boulders around the 
tip of Long Island down at the waterline 
to absorb the heavy surf and serve as a 
foundation for Giorgina Reed’s project above. 
And after 10 years the job was complete. 
The cliff face at the lighthouse is now bright 
green with foliage and grass. And it is still 
67 feet from the lighthouse. 

In 1981, the Coast Guard invited both 
Giorgina Reed and me to attend a luncheon 
under a tent at the Coast Guard Headquarters 
on Governor’s Island in our honor. It was a 
beautiful sunny day. The Commander spoke. 
We were both presented with a framed 
commendation. Mine was in appreciation for 
what I did. Hers was for the accomplishment 
that she achieved. Driving home together, the 
two of us agreed this was a classy thing that the 
Coast Guard did. 

No, I had not saved the lighthouse. I had 
kept the Coast Guard from destroying it. 
Georgina and her volunteers are the ones who 
saved the lighthouse. 

In 1987, a huge celebration was held on the 
lighthouse lawn facing the parking lot to honor 
Giorgina Reed. Officials spoke. The Coast Guard 
Band played. And a long letter from President 
Ronald Reagan was read over the PA system, 
honoring the unbelievable effort put out by a 
determined little old lady named Giorgina Reed. 
Many people wept. Giorgina Reed could not be 
there. She was then 80 years old and ill, home 
in Rocky Point.

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Southampton School District Votes Out Columbus Day

our years ago, Southampton students 

devised a plan to replace Columbus’s name 
on their school calendar. When they voiced their 
concerns to the Southampton School Board, 
the powers that be listened. For three years 
the calendar simply stated “No School” every 
second Monday of October. But now, following 
the historic February 13 4-2 Board vote in 
favor, the 2018-19 calendar will acknowledge 
Monday, October 8 not as Columbus Day, but 
as Indigenous Peoples Day. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Nicholas 
Dyno brought this matter up during the last 
public hearing, which was live-streamed in 
its entirety on the school district’s Facebook 
page. He cited many reasons why he felt it 
was necessary to address changing the way 
Southampton schools view Columbus, including 

_ wanting “to update how American, and world 
history, is taught to [Southampton] students,” 
providing “a more accurate representation of 
the complexities of history” and recognizing 
“the past and present contributions of Native 
Americans to our community and throughout 
the world.” 

_ His proposal brought up many relevant 
points, noting the fact that more than 
58 governmental entities, including the states 
of Minnesota, Vermont and Alaska, have 
already chosen to recognize Indigenous 
Peoples Day. Dyno also. pointed out 
that the Southampton School District 


is one of 15 school districts to be 
recognized, - approved and_ contracted 
by New York State to educate Native American 
students, which comprise 8% of Southampton 
students. “Celebrating our Native American 
staff and students aligns with the work we’ve 
begun with our equity task force,” he added. 

Board members’ Anastasia  Gavalas, 
Roberta Hunter, Don King and SunHe 
Sherwood-Dudley voted in favor of the change, 
while James McKenna and Jacqueline Robinson 
voted against it. Much of McKenna’s reasoning 
involved the fear that demonizing Columbus 
would create a slippery slope affecting 
American heroes such as Thomas Jefferson, 
who owned slaves, and Ulysses S. Grant, who 
was anti-Semitic. He also begged of the board 
to know why no one consulted the tax-paying 
community about how they felt on the matter, 
asking, during the live-stream, “Did we reach 
out to anybody?” 

Though several others voiced their opinions, 
Gavalas perfectly articulated the importance 
of the change, saying, “Yes, it’s a small word 
on a calendar, but certainly, it can get us to 
the point where we’re having a great, positive, 
constructive discussion with our children. If 
we know better, and we want our children 
to know better, then it’s time that we don’t 
look at something and keep it there because 
it’s always been there, but rather make the 
change, honor who we are as people and look at 
the work that we’re doing.” 

Shane Weeks, a member of the Shinnecock 
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Looking forward at a pow wow gathering in Southampton 


Indian Nation in Southampton, explains 
that this vote “is a huge step forward in the 
healing of the realities faced on this side of the 
world. It acknowledges that we [indigenous 
people] are still a part of the Americas, both 
North and South.” He continues, “The fact 
that this will replace Columbus Day also 
acknowledges the reality of the genocide that 
occurred here in the Americas on many levels. 
For some Americans, Columbus was portrayed 
as ‘the hero who discovered the New World,’ 
but for millions of Americans, including myself, 
it represented the annihilation of their people 
and specifically celebrated the individual who 
started it.”

The novel follows a runaway street 
magician named Carter, who, after a fateful encounter 
with the local purveyor of illusion, Dante Vernon, 
teams up with five other like-minded illusionists.

Just enjoy 
the ride.) A new series of books published by Moon 


Dance Press called Poetry for Kids is a great place to 
start. The series features poetry by Emily Dickinson, 
Walt Whitman, Carl Sandburg and Robert Frost, all 
accompanied by beautiful original art. Any of these 
four volumes would be a great place to start, but we’ll 
push you towards the 30-poem Robert Frost volume, 
as the illustrator is none other than Southampton’s 
own Mickey Paraskevas. After each poem there’s a 
short list of words—with definitions—to clarify to a 
young reader what the poet is saying. There’s also, at 
the end of each book, a poem-by-poem explanation 
of what the poet was thinking as he or she wrote 
each poem.

rockabilly on Beatles records. “In the ’70s, the 
original rockabilly records were out of print or hard 
to find in America,” he remembers. “I spent a lot of 
time trying to find them, and spent a lot of money 
on imports.”

ay ene Casey and the Lone Sharks are coming back 
to the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts 
Center on March 24 for another night of stomping, 
rockabilly-tinged rock, tender ballads and expert 
showmanship. In what we hope will become an 
annual tradition, the band is bringing its barroom 
spirit to the more formal, 425-seat WHBPAC, and 
bringing a few special guests to help. 

“Jeff Allegue, guitarist from New 
Life Crisis will join us,” says Gene 
Casey. “He’s incredible. And Andy 
Burton will be with us.” Keyboardist 
Burton—who was aé_ regular 
with the Lone Sharks in their 
earlier years—will be fresh 
off of Cyndi Lauper’s tour. 
Altogether, Casey says there 
will be eight musicians in on 
the act on March 24. 

Casey’s known and loved on 
the East End for his ability to 
channel the sound and feel of 
rock’s early heroes. It’s a sound, 
called rockabilly, that Casey’s 
been enthralled by since he first 
became aware of it. 

“It wasn’t easy to find,” says 
Casey. Like a lot of fans of his 
generation, Casey first heard

Westhampton will be Casey’s core band, the Lone 
Sharks. There’s a reason they’re one of the tightest 
bands around here—the Lone Sharks have had 
quite some time to put their act together. “It’s been 
30 years since our first gig,” says Casey, conveying 
in his voice a mixture of pride and disbelief. But time 
does fly when you're playing rock ’n’ roll, and the 
Lone Sharks have done a lot of that. “We started out 
playing at Burke’s Road House in North Sea, and at 
the Corner Bar in Sag Harbor.” But Casey says it was 
the year-round gig playing every Thursday at the 
Wild Rose Café in Bridgehampton—a run that started 
in 1994 and lasted until around 2002—that solidified 
the band. “We had a deal with the owner—they let us 
stay there all night. After the gig we would jam until 
5 in the morning.” 

In the years since then, Casey moved to the North 
Fork—he’s now living in Southold—and the band 
tends to play up there more than in the Hamptons. 
“We don’t play nearly as much on the South Fork as 
we used to,” says Casey. It isn’t clear whether this is 
due to proximity, or whether it’s that the roadhouse- 
style venues that the Lone Sharks tend to play have 
all but vanished in the Hamptons. Whatever the case 
may be, Casey’s looking forward to reconnecting 
with the South Fork audience at the show. “It’ll be a 
party,” he says. With Gene Casey, it always is. @&

part of the tour, across Ontario, Canada, has been 
postponed until October. For now, Margo Timmins 
say, “he’s been working with his physiologist and he 
says he’s ready. And if he’s ready, I’m ready.” 

Michael and Margo Timmins are brother 
and sister. Add them to their other brother, 
Peter, and Alan Anton and you have the alternative 
county/folk/blues band, Cowboy Junkies. While 
Margo has never been in a band in which she wasn’t 
related to at least two other members (in the earliest 
days, another brother, John, was also in the band 
for the first six months or so) she says that having 
her brothers in the band made it easier for her 
personally.

But back to the present. The Cowboy Junkies have 
recently finished a new, soon-to-be-released album. 
Margot knows full well, though, that when fans come 
out to Cowboy Junkies shows “they want to hear the 
old stuff, the stuff they know.” In that regard, she 
sympathizes with her fans: “I’m the same way. When 
I go see Springsteen I want to hear ‘Born to Run.’” 
So, they won’t focus too much on the new album. 
“We were just discussing it the other day and I think 
we're going to have four or five new songs in the 
repertoire—that doesn’t mean we’ll play them every 
night—because we change the show every night.” 

No matter what they play, WHBPAC will far outshine 
the Cowboys Junkies strangest performance space.

Meet Your WHB Grand Marshal Peter Cuthbert

i | rish eyes will be smiling all around the East End 
as several villages hold their annual St. Patrick’s 
Day parades. You could say that Westhampton Beach 
kicks it all off on Saturday, March 10, at noon—along 
with the shortest parade “Am-O’gansett’s,” also at 
noon, followed by Cutchogue at 2 p.m. 
Westhampton Beach’s 51st Annual St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade will be ushered in by a true leader of 
men. Grand Marshal Peter Cuthbert, an 88-year-old 
Korean War veteran who lives in East Moriches 
and is a familiar face throughout the area. In fact, 
Cuthbert has often been seen right behind the grand 
marshal, carrying a rifle in the VFW color guard. 
Cuthbert worked as a Westhampton Beach High 
School teacher for 31 years and as a basketball coach 
and summer principal. He says it’s quite an honor 
to lead the 51st annual parade—his first memories 


of participating in the annual parade date to the’ 


60s when he volunteered with the Westhampton 
Fire Department. 

When we caught up with this robust octogenarian, 
Cuthbert had just returned from a morning tennis 
game. Cuthbert is a proud father, whose daughter 
Lynn Jones, owner of Lynn’s Cards and Gifts in 
Westhampton Beach, was invited to carry out 
grand marshal duties in 2010 in recognition of 
her community service. Cuthbert and his late wife 
Nancy raised Lynn and her twin sister, their two 
other daughters and two sons, in Westhampton 
Beach. Notably, two of Cuthbert’s children have 


also performed military service 
in Korea. 

In addition to leading the 
parade, Cuthbert was invited 
to decree this year’s theme. 
He chose “Hometown Heroes” 
to “represent all vets, all first 
responders and anyone in 
the area who does more than 
their share, including the local 
football team.” 

Cuthbert knows about 
sacrifice. He left his young wife 
and first-born baby girl behind 
to serve two years of active duty 
in the Korean War. He recounts 
that he was a platoon leader 
who fought alongside many 
different troops, including a 
two-month stint working with 
the Turkish army, which lacked 
tanks of its own. Following that 
war, Cuthbert served another 
17 years in the army reserves and 13 years in the 
National Guard. 

What makes Cuthbert’s Irish eyes smile? He says, 
“| love the bagpipes. They thrill me—my background 
is Irish and Scottish and my brother played the 
bagpipes. I think they’re wonderful.” 

When asked what Irishman he most wishes 
could march with him, he chooses his maternal 
ancestor Elijah Cousins. Members of the Cousins

family emigrated from Ireland to 
York, Maine in the 1660s. Elijah 
Cousins fought the British in the 
American Revolution more than 
100 years later. Cuthbert points 
out, “I was a HISTORY teacher.” 
Of course, Cuthbert will be 
far from alone in enjoying the 
spectacle of the parade on 
Saturday. As he says, “It’s not a 
small parade. Everybody loves 
it and takes part—big crowds!” 
After all the excitement of 
the parade, where can you pat 
Cuthbert on the back and thank 
him for his service? He shares 
5 that, “I’ve been instructed by last

New Beers Bubbling Up in Westhampton Beach

trap on your drinking shoes, Westhampton 
Beach—there’s a new brewery in town! The 
aptly named._Westhampton Beach Brewing Company 
(WHBBC)—where every day’s a beach day— 
announced in January that it had signed a lease for 
4,800 square feet of space at the Hampton Business 
District Park at Gabreski Airport. And, soon, they'll 
be pumping out that sweet, sweet nectar of the gods. 
According to Brian Sckipp, one of the brewery’s 
co-founders, the brewery began as a philanthropic 
idea in a Washington D.C. bar during National Police 
Week. A portion of the proceeds from that night 
out were donated to the National Law Enforcement 
Officers Memorial. “While having a couple of pints, 
we discussed ways we could give back to our 
communities and honor those who protect us. 
Perhaps we could make a beer that friends and 
neighbors will enjoy and a portion of the proceeds 
could go to support causes we believe in.” The “we” 
drinking the pints in D.C. were Sckipp, former COO of 
Sherwood House Vineyards, John Salvaggio, former 
CFO of Sherwood House Vineyards and Kathleen 
Tedesco, a businesswoman with over 25 years 
experience in finance. “John and I are childhood 
friends who grew up together in Kings Park,” Sckipp 
says. After working at the Sherwood House, where 
the duo shared the responsibilities of marketing, 
distribution and management of the day-to-day 
business, they both decided the East End is where 
they wanted to settle with their families. “After we 


concluded our business with the vineyard, we 
decided to pursue our original business dream, a 
craft brewery,” Sckipp says. 

The next part of the puzzle was finding a 
head brewer. Tedesco, to their good fortune, 
had a friend who had a great reputation 
for brewing beer. “She introduced us 
to Dave DeTurris and a fast friendship 
began,” Sckipp says. DeTurris, former 
head brewer at John Harvard’s Brewery 
and Ale House in Lake Grove, has been 
brewing professionally for more 
than a decade and is the recipient of 
many awards in the field, including 
a 2010 Best Beer award at Tap 
New York, the state’s largest craft 
brewery festival. “I’m very excited to 
get up and running,” DeTurris says. 
“After John Harvard’s closed I wanted 
to get into brewing but I wanted the right 
opportunity. When | was approached about 
WHBBC I knew it would be a huge success.” It’s 
obvious that DeTurris, like his partners, is eager to 
bring a unique beer identity to the Hamptons. 

We all hoped the brewery would be up and 
running in time for Saturday’s Westhampton Beach 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade—can you imagine a better 
time?—but, according to Sckipp, “some construction 
concerns set us back a few weeks.” He assured 
us that they’re back on track. “We expect to have a 
soft opening in April and a grand opening Memorial 
Day weekend.” 


< 
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Once the brewery is up and running East End 
beer lovers can expect a variety of beers from 
WHBBC, including staples and seasonals. “The 
plan,” according to DeTurris, “is to have a 
staple of three year-round brews, including a 
beach blonde, a pale ale and a stout. Then 
we'll toss in a bunch of seasonal IPAs and 
some other crowd pleasers.” He mentions 
using local ingredients, saying they will 
be used as often as possible. “I’ve used 
a few local vendors in the past and 
their products have always made 
superior brews!” 

Sckipp’s excitement is also 
palpable. “We’ve been active 
in putting the plan together and 
a researching our needs for three 
ig years. But, we’ve really been talking 

about this happening for over a 
decade. I’m confident we have found the 
perfect location and I can’t wait to open our 
doors and begin sharing our product with the East 
End and beyond—we are ready to make this dream 
a reality.” 
Lucky for them, we’re all ready to drink. A.

CASHEL BLUE CHEESE POTATO CAKES 
Makes 12 cakes 


4 large baking potatoes, peeled and cut into 2-inch 
cubes 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

2 tablespoons minced fresh chives 

1 tablespoon minced garlic 

1/4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh flat-leaf parsley 
2 tablespoons chopped fresh dill 

1 cup crumbled Cashel Blue cheese 

1 egg yolk 

flour for coating 

2 eggs beaten with 1/2 cup milk 

seasoned breadcrumbs for dredging 

canola oil for frying 

sour cream or créme fraiche for topping 


1. Cook potatoes in boiling salted water for 15 to 18 
minutes, or until tender; drain and mash. 

2. In a small skillet over low heat, melt butter. 
Sauté chives and garlic for 1 to 2 minutes, or 
until soft; stir into mashed potatoes. Stir in nutmeg, 
salt, pepper, dill, and parsley. Remove from heat and 
cool completely. 

3. Stir in blue cheese and egg yolk. (The cheese 
should remain in lumps scattered through potatoes). 
Shape potato mixture into 12 cakes and refrigerate 
for 20 minutes to firm. 

4. Lightly dredge each cake in flour, coat with egg- 
milk mixture, and dredge in breadcrumbs. 

5. In a large skillet over medium-high heat, heat 
oil. Working in batches, add potato cakes and cook 
for 3 to 5 minutes on each side, or until browned. 
(The cakes can be prepared ahead up to this point 
and kept warm in a 250° F oven). Serve cakes with a 
dollop of sour cream or créme fraiche.

LAMB CUTLETS WITH FRESH HERB DRESSING 
Serves 4 


For the lamb 

12 lamb cutlets or loin lamb chops 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

juice and zest of 1 lemon 

salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
For the dressing 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh basil 

2 garlic cloves, minced 


salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
Boiled new potatoes, for serving 


1. Make lamb. Place cutlets or chops in a shallow 
dish. Whisk together oil, lemon juice, zest, salt, and 
pepper. Drizzle over lamb and marinate at room 
temperature for 15 to 20 minutes, turning once. 

2. Make dressing. Whisk together all ingredients in 
a small bowl. Set aside. 

Light a charcoal fire or preheat a gas grill. Grill 
lamb for 3 minutes on each side (for rare), and up to 
8 minutes for well done. 

3. To serve, arrange cutlets on a plate and drizzle 
with dressing. Serve potatoes alongside. 

Variation 

Lamb Cutlets with Apricot-Tarragon Sauce: In 
large bowl, combine 1 cup chopped dried apricots, 
2 cups chicken broth, and 2 tablespoons chopped 
fresh tarragon. Marinate for 3 to 4 hours. Stir in 1 
tablespoon honey, 2 teaspoons lemon juice, salt, and 
freshly ground pepper to taste. Transfer mixture to 
a food processor and process for about 1 minute, or 
until smooth. Transfer mixture to a small saucepan 
over medium heat, and cook for 1 to 2 minutes, or 
until heated through. Combine 2 tablespoons honey, 
1 teaspoon hot curry paste, and 2 tablespoons olive 
oil in a small bowl. Brush the mixture over both 
sides of lamb cutlets and season again with salt and 
pepper. Grill lamb as above. 


CHOCOLATE BISCUIT CAKE 
Serves 6-8 


8 ounces milk chocolate, roughly chopped 
4 ounces dark chocolate, roughly chopped 
8 tablespoons butter, diced 

1/8 teaspoon fine sea salt 

1 (144 ounce) can sweetened condensed milk

8 ounces (1/2 package) digestive biscuits, such 
as McVitie’s brand, each biscuit broken into 2 
to 3 pieces 


1. Line a 9-inch loaf tin with plastic wrap; set aside. 

2. Microwave chocolate and butter in a large glass 
bowl on HIGH for 1 minute. Stir once, and then return 
to microwave for 30-second intervals, stirring in 
between, until chocolate is completely melted and 
smooth. Let cool, and then stir in salt and condensed 
milk until smooth; stir in crumbled biscuits. 

3. Pour chocolate mixture into the prepared pan, 
pressing down evenly and firmly with a spatula. 
Smooth top with a spatula and then refrigerate for at 
least 3 hours and up to 24 hours, or until set. 

4. To serve, cut into thin slices or small cubes. 
Wrapped tightly in plastic wrap and keep refrigerated 
for up to 2 weeks. @@L

What Can You Get in WHB for Six Million?

e picked out three handsome properties in 

different styles at about the same price. None 
are oceanfront; it’s still possible to get oceanfront in 
Westhampton Beach for $6 million, but the houses 
need work. These three are ready to move into. 

First up, 102 Dune Road, a modern bayfront new 
build, repped by Robert Canberg at Nest Seekers 
and asking $6.75 million. All we have are renderings 
so far, but we like what we see. It’s 6,000 square feet 
with seven bedrooms and seven baths, all done in 
a simple, tasteful modern style. One of the great 
features of this property is the three-acre plot. 

Because the property is bayfront, there’s a sandy 
beach of your own as well as your own deep water 
dock. Of course there will be a saltwater gunite pool 
and cabana, along with bluestone and mahogany 
patios and decks, as well as a two-car garage. 

Now the downside: location. The property abuts 
the Beach Lane drawbridge and is across from public 
Rogers Beach. At least it’s an easy walk to the ocean. 

Next we have another almost-new (2016) build, at 
7 Bayfield Lane in the estate area of Westhampton 
Beach. This traditional, listed by Tim Davis and 
Thomas Davis at Corcoran, is asking $5.97 million 
and was recently reduced. If you’ve got a big family 
or a lot of friends, this is the place for you. The main 
house offers nine bedrooms in 8,500 square feet, 
along with gracious gathering spaces.
